Tho North German Livyd, by institut 
ing a service © Sydney, wd German Now 
Guinea, introduwd a very serious com- 
petition, which drove the shipping of 
un Australian firm out of the German 
Néw Guinea and the German jblands 
trade. Tho German ficct, consisting of 
three modern steamers, of over 3,000 tons, 
wus heavily subsidised. In 1898, the 
Australian firm sent their steamers to 
trade with Gorman New Guinea and 
other German possessions, and continued 
to do so, in apite of opposition from the 
German Jaluit Company, till 1907, when 
a director of tho North German Lloyd 
went 10 Rabaul, and undertook, in con- 
sideration of the acttlers agreving to sign 
tindertakings to ship exclusively with 
that company’s steamers for five years, 
to grant very favourable shipping con- 
ditions, and specially low through rates 
fo and from Germany, without the 
option of a British port, but with the 
option of selling copra in Bydney ond 
cancelling the through bill of lading. It 
did not pay, however, to sell in Sydney 
with the through freight concessions,

HERR EBERT AND HIB PARTY. 


¥riederich Ebert, the Gorman Pao. 
wident, is important not aa o por- 
sonality, but ss thy representative of a 
force That force is German Socieliam. 
Ai. is true that German Socialiam has 
had great pereomalities in its serviec— 
Bobo! and the clder Liebknéchi, for 
example and still has leaders of atrong- 
dy developed individwatity, but Ebert 
certainly does mot belang to the former, 
and hardly to the latter, category. He 
is a typical example of how a man can 
rise to the top of a politionl party by 
solid commonplace gifts of head ani 
abaracter, coupled with indefatigable 


industry and keen interest in his work. | 


Lt is through these qualities that, at the 
beginning of 1916, he became president of 
the Social Domacratic party after 
Huase, who had previously held that 
office, had seceded with the nucleus of the 
Independents and it ia because he was 
president of the party that he, later, 
became Chancellor, ia past carecr is 
interesting only for its obscurity.

presidency by the Bocialist Congress at

QOCIALIST ATTITUDE To Wan. 

But if Ebert ie personally wninterest- 
ang, the eame cannot ‘be mid of the 
political force aq the representative of 
which he alone has any signifieance in 
hig new office. ‘The attitude of 
Gorman Socialists has'to many people 
een one of the great puzzles of the war, 
vand what they are doing ‘now may for 
the moment deepen the mystery, They 
were doacribed as the obsequious hench- 
men of Wilhelm IU., end behold,: they 
dhave flung him down and put themaclves 
fin his place. How are wo to account for 
this apparent contradiction? Naturally,

serious detriment, and a German defeat 
might have involyed them, along with 
everyone ond everything else. in all the 
disagreeable consequences of Bolshevik | 
anarchy. Aa it is, they can console them. 
selves for national disaster by a party 
triumph which they might ‘have had ‘to 
struggle for through whole gencrations, 
if it had not been for the war and their 
country's failure in it. Paradoxical 
‘though it may ecem to Englishmen, there 
are to-day, undoubtedly, many thousands 
of Germans who are rejoicing over the 
osult of ithe war, because it meane—or 
at any rate scems for the moment to 
‘mean the realisation of their dearest 
and long-cherished political dream. 

THE PARTY'S DILEMMA, 

The outbreak of tho war placed the 
‘Gorman Bocialists in a difficult dilemma. 
Throughout their career, a4 a party, they 
had denounced much more vigoronaly 
than anyone elec ‘both militariam and 
all tho other hateful things they have 
been engaged in fighting for during the 
last, four years, They had consistently 
voted in the Reichstag against ill 
‘estimates for the army, tho navy, and 
| the colonies, They wore opposed to 
Monarchy in general and to their own 
Emperor in particular. As soon as tho 
crisig became acute in July, 1914, their 
central committee published a manifesto 
condemning the Austrian ultimatum to 
Berbia in the strongest posdible lang. 
uage, and protesting against a single 
German being sacrificed to the poltoy 
emubodied in that document. ‘Mforcover, 
they knew quite well that the war yas, 
in a special sense, being directed against 
themselves, that it was o deliberate 
attempt to sap their influence ‘before it 
beeame really dangerous to the classes 
which really ruled Germany. Of that 
there can be no doubt. In the eyes of 
the dominant dlique of Junkerg and 
officers, successful ware wore the great 
epecific for political diseases. They re 
gardod Socialism aa the most serious of 
there ailments, and there was ne doubt 
that Germany, where the most virulent 
‘form of it originated, had it very 
‘badly, At the general elections of 1912 
the Bocialists polled 4,239,000 votea, or 
34.8 per cent, of the teta} cast. They had 
risen steadily to that level for some do- 
cades at the cost of every pther party 
in the eountry, In important areas, the 
Sovialistg were already in a large 
majority. Thus, with a total poll of 
307,000, they took 75.48 per cent. of the 
votes given in Berlin. In the metro. 
politan arcu, their candidates reocived 
altogether 580,000 votes, which was 


equivalent to o population of some two 
and a half million. There were in.

It wan quite ovident #o all careful 
Gbrorvers that if this kind of thing went 
on--as it waa bound to do eo long as 
the progressive ‘induitrialisstion of the 
country ‘continued—it must lead, before 
many decades had passed, to something in 
the{nature of a rovolution andthe trahsfer 
of political power from ib’ Prussian ‘lagd 
Mhagnater, in whoeg handg it was then 
conconttoted, to the artisan classes, Ex.

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PAYING THE COST OF WAR. 
WRENCH FINANCIER'S SCHEME. 


(From “Tine DAILY TELEGEArH’s " 
CORREAPONDENT. ] 


M. Jacques Storn, Deputy, for the De- 
partment of the Basses Alpes, who is a 
well-known specialist in financial ques- 
tions, has developed a echetne for the 
liquidation of the cost of the war. M. 
Stern has already given his plan in broad 
lines to his colleagues on the fiscal legista- 
tion commission, and mort of the mem- 
hers of the commission have approved his 
scheme. Many deputica belonging to 
vatious groups have signed the moving 
of a resolution tending in principle to 
fuund 6 financial company of tho nations 
which will aseess’betweon thom, in propor. 
tion to their respective populations and 
resources of contribution, the fiscal duties 
that will cover the expenses occasioned 
by the war, 

The following are the principal argu. 
ments in“support of the plan of M, Stern. 
In'the firat place wHat are the genoral 
expenses of the war} From fairly re. 
liablo statistics, the genoral war expendi. 
tury may’ be estimated at £38,000,000,000, 
divided thus: £23,400,000,000 for the 
Allics’ war dobt, and £11,600,000,000 for 
the enerhies’ war debt. Of this grand 
total of. £35,000,000,000, it is nocessary to 
deduct an oquivulent corresponding to 
the receipts obtained through taxation, 
or about £4,000,000,000, leaving, a debit 
balance to be covered of £31,000,000,000. 
Tf'tho rate of interest on capital be fixed 
at 6'per cent. and the necessary amortina. 
tion premium at 4 per cent. on a war 
‘debt of £91,000,000,000 for redemption in 
‘fifty yours, annual drawings from ‘a sink. 
ing would have to be covered in the 
sum. of £1,139,600,000 by the Allies, and 
by a contribution of £565,400,000 annual- 
ly by the enemy.

BOATMEN’s INGENUITY 
FRUSTRATED. 


The ingenioug attempt and jnglorious 
foilure of two Ohinese—one a junk-owner 
and, the other a boatman.-to escape 
atrest, by capsizing the craft on which 
they had stowed away coal taken from 
the ,Koycit Maru, was related at the

Sergt, Edward Bond, stated that when 
he was on patro) duty off Kellep Island 
abot J a.m, on February 14th, he 
noticed the defendants’ sampan leaving 
the Nayed Maru, which was discharging 
a cargo of coul.

A decision 
must be taken soon, as the now Armistice 
conditions must be Handed to the Ger- 
mans on February 17th.

The Ministry of Pensious has done its 
work udmirably,;and in no branch of its 
work hay it shown more practical tho- 
roughness than in dealing with the 
‘difficulties of our disabled soldicrs and 
sailors, : 

In conjunction with the Ministry of 
Labour it has issued exhaustive reports 
Wpon openings in the various tradcy and 
occupations, These reports are confined 


to trades which are to be found in every 
part of the country and are invaluable 
to the local war pensions committees, who 
have to ascertain what trades and indus- 
trigs in their areas aro specially suitable 
for disabled men. 

It is in this connection that 1 wisb to 
deal with an industry which bas come 
partioularly under my notice, and in 
which J have had opportunities vf coming 
into personal contact with the disabled 
soldiers and sailors who have tuken it up, 
and are working to their great advaniage 
and contentment. 

Early in the war, Mr. Bernard Oppen- 
heimer, the well-known diamond mer- 
chant, who had fought in the ranks dur- 
ing the Bouth' African War, concciyed 
the idea of bringing back to this country 
an industry, which for many years past, 
had been carried on principally in Hol- 
land and Belgium. He determined, if 
poasible, to make it the means of employ- 
Ment to thousands of disabled soldiers 
and sailors. 

With this idea, he acquired a large tract” 
of land in the Lewes-roud, Brighton, and 
act about erecting a building which would 
be suitable for the carrying on of that 
industry, namely, the cutting and polish- 
ing of diamonds, The building having 
been erected, Mr. Oppenheimer was for. 
tunate enough to find in Dr. Beckit 
Burnie, the principal of the Brighton 
Technical Schools, n gentleman who was 
eminently qualified to become its mana- 
ger, and the Ministry of Pensions, having 
examined the scheme and given it its 
cordial approval, sent ddwn o oertain 
number of disabled soldiers, who at once 
commenced their training under the 
experts and foremen supplied by Mr. 
Obpenheimes. 

t was in August, 1917, that a com- 
Mencement was made with ten men. So 
successful was the experiment that ‘a fur- 
ther area, of land was acquired, and o 
range of buildings erected in which 
employment might be given to at least 
2,000 men. Every floor of these buildingn 
consists of one long and lofty room, with 
a flags frontage, as the maximum of 
light is essential to the industry. Over 
400 disabled soldiers are now engaged in 
diamond cutting and polishing at the 
Brighton works, and the buildings now 
erected or in course of erection will 
accommodate 1,000 more. 

The industry is especially adapted for 
disabled men, and more particularly for 
the man who has Jost oa leg, and finds it 
difficult to stand for any Tongth of timo 
without a senso of weariness, and often 
of pain. It is a sitting occupation, one 
which is carried on in a bright and 
bealthy environment, and it has this 
additional advantage—that the worlunan 
can perform his task effectively whilo 
enjoying the solace of tobacco, 

_ The cutting and polishing of diamonds 
is not only an, interesting occupation, byt 
it is one which is carried on under tho 
hygienio conditions, It is an 
occupation which compares favourably in 
the‘ important matter of pecuniary re- 
ward: with most of the trades recommend. 
ed for disabled men. During the period 
of training, which is from four to six 
months, the wages paid arc 2%, Od. o 
week, but to every man engaged a mini- 
mum wage is guaranteed of £2 an week, 
ie averoge Wage now being paid to the 
mon ie £5 a week, andi tho experienced 
worker who shows diligence and’ ability: 
may rise rapidly to £4 a week, | / 

To compare the conditions and otolu- 
ments offered to disnblod soldiora in the 
diamond industry and: in other tradea, we 
have only to turn to the official report 
issued by the Ministry of Pensions. For 
thd purposes of eompurison, 1 will not

When he went to;the Ministry of Pen- 
sions for information as to where he wns 
likely to get employment, he was recom- 
mended to apply ‘te the Manager of the 
Oppenheimer Works, He did! so, and he 
is now earning £3 a week, and probably 
before tho end of the year will earn 


ing £4. 

Biting next him ig a disabled soldier, 
who tells me that before the war he was 
a coal miner, but he prefere his present’ 
ocoupatidn. '' In the old days 1 used to 
stand and sweat, sir Now I sit and 
smile.” He prefers the white diamondé 
to the black ones. 

Another disabled soldier, who is cutting 
a diamond, tells me that he way a lan 
surveyor when “he joined up. He. was 
disdbled in? Augtist-101b.. He Jost a leg, 
and) when he wis discharged that effectu- 
ally prevented him from going about to 
survey land. All he could do was to 
survey the situation. He was at a loose’ 
end, when he ‘heard from the Information 
Bureau, at Roehampton, of a trade that 
would give him a jiving. He came to the 
Oppenheimer Works, and has now learnt 
a trade which will fast him his life, and 
he tells mc, with o smile, that, although 
he has lost a leg, he has fallen on his feet. 

Here is another man, who is polishing 
diamonds. He was in the retreat from 
Mons, and was wounded on the Sommo 
in 1916. He lost one leg and two of his 
fingers. Before the war he was a pro- 
fessiona] soldicr, earning a shilling a day 
at Woolwich. Inquiring at the Ministry 
of Pensions, he was send down to. the 
| Oppenheimer Diamond Works, saw Dr. 
Bannio, find was engaged. He now wears 
the' Mors ribbon anda happy smile, and 
ears £3 a week, ' 

The process of diamond-cutting is in- 
teresting to all concerned in it, but the 
romance, of it appealy perhaps mora to 
tho 'strabger. The men pass their work- 
ing hours with hundreds of thousands of 
pounde’ worth of glorious gems around 
them. They have entered a "cave" of 
jewels ag wonderful as that to which Ali 
Baba obtained entrance by saying "Open, 
Sesame."" But they do not display the 
astonishment, nor, it is necdless to say, 
the acquisitiveness which the hero of the 
“Arabian Nights’ Entertainment” did. 

‘Mountains of ‘splendour ’’ and “ seas 
of glory ’’ pass throngh their hands with. 
out exciting comment. The disabled 
soldiers, who are preparing and finishing 
the gems, which are to lend their adorn- 
ment to rank, and’ flash upon tho fingers 
and the bosoms of beauty, are mor: con- 
certied, if I may judge from their con- 
versation, with the present price of fish, 
the programmes at the local placcs of 
entertainment, the prospecta of football, 
and. the Intest form of the various cham- 
pions of the noble art. 

But if the fabulous value of the gemy 
-that lic in profusion around them leaves 
them cold, they are keenly interested in 
the skilled processes by which thoy con- 
vert the rough stones into @ashing bril- 
lianee, The processes in question are. 
three. The first one consists in cleaning 
th ‘conrse atone of defective parta and 
splitting off the flaws. The sccond in the 
cutting, which gives the stone ita form 
and in a rough way the number of faces 
which it shall have. Finally, thero is the 
polishing, which gives to these facos their 
clearness and brilljancy. 

The‘ sawyer, when he finds a flaw, com 
mences his work by inserting tho din.

lt was, 1 mmist admit, an astonishing 
thing to ie to ace a soldier who had tost 
a feg and hadi his left: arm injured, 
and who, before the war, was a private 
in the Foot Guards, take a large, rough 
diamond, examine it carefully, and then 

roceed to mark it with various thin 
Pincr lines, The ex-soldicr had acquired, 
by a course of training at the works, suffi 
cient expert. knowledge to enable him to 
mark a stone out for the sawyer in order 
that it should be cut in such a manner 
as to give it ite greatest value. This 
disabled soldier was able to visualise the 
perfected diamond, to see by looking into 
the stone how to cut it in such a way 
as to get rid of the flaws, divide up the 
stone, and yet at the same time incrense 
the value of the net. result, 


This remunerative and fascinating in- 
dustry was, before Mr. Oppenheimer con: 
ceived the happy idea of bringing’ it back 
to England, mainly carried on in Hol- 
land. As long ago as the nixties, the ald 

Gad practically disap- 


Even in Holland the industry was at 
one time carried on only by a few in- 
dividuals, and then by means of water 
or horse power, every man working un 
his own’ account. 


It was Monsieur Coster, the proprietor 
of the famous diamond mills in Amater- 
dam—it was Coster who cut the Kobi. 
Noor--who first organised diamond-cut- 
ting and polishing in a workshop by get- 
ting together o number of work:nen and 
training them until they became highly 
skilled in the art. 


And now Mr. Bernard Oppenheimer 
has brought back to England an in. 
dustry which had lapsed’ for fifty years. 
Like M. Coster, he has brought together 
a@ number of workmen and trained them 
to become skill¢d in the profitable and 
picturesque art. But Mr. Bp nheimer’s 
workmen ore all brave British soldiers 
twho have lest their limbs in the service 
of their country, but who are now, thanks 
to the training and the opportunities 
provided for them at the Brighton works, 
master of a akilled trade which will last 
them al) their life and enable them, 
though disabled, to earn a far better in- 
come than they could’ in the days when 
they were sound in wind and limb. 


Mr. Oppenheimer has invested a very- 
Jarge sum of money in building _ these 
works and others in Cambridge, Wrex- 
ham, and Fort William, and in equip- 
ping them with machinery, which consists 
principally of driving belts and hori- 
zontal turning lathes, but he disclaims 
tho idea of charity or benevolence. He 
has founded a conimercial undertaking 
on sound practical lines, but it has the 
advantage of being a work of national 
{mportance, serving a distinctly patrio- 
tic purposa The disabled soldiers em- 
ployed ‘' get,'’ but they give in return. 
Apart from the fact that they havo 
acquired o skilled trade which is aleo 
a remunerative one, the soldiers employ. 
ed at the Brighton works have one great 
advantage. weir work is carried on in 
o bright, boalthy, and cheerful environ- 
ment, and the risk of the ‘occupation is 
negligible. 

Thoy have, morcover, cantecns which 
‘compare fovourahly with those instituted 
for munitions workers under the diree 
tion of the Workers’ Welfare Committeo. 
In theso there ore admirable arrange 
ments for married men. At present, a 
tablo is set aaido for the men whose wives 
come with them to make dinner. family 
menl, As tho number of men incronscs a 
pour of tables or a whole room will 

sot aside for married couples. Tho 
whole arrangement ig ocopicd | ‘from 
Krupp’s whorp wives nnd éhildron are, 
admitted to the canteen; ‘and it has many 
mivantages from both. tho dondétio ant 
coonomso polite of view.:. Fino, open, 
sunny spaces “liry also provided for tho 
workers’ reorontion.
